late the respiration and to remove 
head&ches 
According to the two phy- 


sicians, the oxygen should only be In- 
haled through the mouth, and inhala- 
tions should be long and should be 
made at regular Intervals. The nostrils 
meanwhile should be closed. Finally 
the1 physicians point out that pure oxy- 
gen can be easily procured and can be 
readily kept In tubes of a suitable size.

Wars wife beat the child at all hours 
of the day and night What the motive 
was for such cruel treatment none of 
the neighbors had been able to ascer-

her groans and moans were BO pitiful 
that the neighbors complained to the 
police, were undeniable facts 


Mrs Margaret West, who lives next 


door to the couple, one day saw the 
woman beat the child with her fists 
and then send her into the yard for a 
stick of wood 
The slave tremblingly 


complied and brought her a stick of al- 
geroba wood, now In the possession of 
the Advertiser, about fourteen Inches 
In length, two Inches In thickness, cov- 
ered with splinters and rough bark 


The slave was compelled to remove 


her slippers and place her feet upon a 
step leading to the bark porch 
The 


Inhuman mi-stress then took the club In 
her hand and brought the end of It 
down upon the child's tender toes—first 
upon one foot, then upon the other—

Wind and Rain Do Great 


Damage to Island. 


Near Camp Three Is a Deposit of 


Mud Twelve Feet 


Deep. 


(Special Correspondence ) 


WAILUKU, Maul, Nov. 17.— The Kon* 


storm struck Maul with great force on 
Wednesday, and has continued with vary- 
ing force until the present moment. Ka- 
maalnas state that it has been the great- 
est wind and rainstorm combined since 
ISSO. 


There have been violent, southern gales 


and heavy rainfalls but no combination of 
the two equal to the present Kona for fif- 
teen or twenty years past, 


The wind begun at 11 p. m. on the 14th 


and blew a gale till noon of the 15th. 
Downpours of rain came at 
intervals. 


sweeping through exposed house-walls an 
though they were made of paper. During 
that night 3.46 inches of rain fell at Halea- 
kala ranch and at least seven or eight 
Inches further makal, at the elevation of 
Paia or SpreckelBvHle. 


During the afternoon of the 15th the 


wind blew moderately until dark, when 
the wildness of the previous night was re- 
peated. The rainfall of the night, as ta- 
ken at Pala plantation on the morning of 
the 16th, showed a record of 9% Inches 
and the gauge was overflowing. During 
the storm from the evening of the 14th 
to this morning (the 17th) the rainfall at 
Haleakala ranch was 6.44 Inches, and at 
Pala plantation Manager Lindsay esti- 
mates from seventeen to eighteen Inches. 


Kahulul Is all afloat. Nothing but wa- 


ter, with the houses*formlng tiny Islands 
here a»d the^e. can be seen. The little 
town Is certainly most unfortunate— first, 
t-> be destroyed by flre during plague 
tines and now to be soaked with watv. 


From a distance one might Imagine that 


the Galveston episode had been repeated, 
but on closer Inspection it is seen that 
all the buildings are Intact. The damage 
to goods and property from water wUl be 
considerable. 


No trains between Kahulul and Pala 


nave been run by the Kahulul Railroad 
Company for several days past. It has 
been Impossible, for the tracks are flood- 
ed from Kahulul through Spreckelsvllle 
to the large H. C. Co.'s pump, which Is 
situated very near the Pala 
boundary 


line. 
On the Kahulul-Makawao 
Government 


road In a large hollow just above the 
Spreckelsvllle Camp No. 3, the freshet has 
washed down such a vast quantity of 
mud that the thoroughfare Is Impassable. 
M. A. Tavares, manager of Pukalanl 
dairy of Makawao, states that he has 
been unable to make his usual dally trip 
to Kahulul and Walluku for three days 
past on account of the great deposit of 
mud and debris Just above Camp 3. He 
estimates that the mud at "this placMs at 
least twelve feet deep, for the fence and 
a email-sized keawe (alguroba) tree have 
t»-en completely burled. 


All communication between 
Makawao 


and Walluku districts has thus been cut 
off. Last evening at sunset a most beau- 
tiful view was presented by the rays of 
the setting sun shining upon and glisten- 
ing In the many streams of water which 
were running In all the gulches of Kula, 
a most unusual spectacle for that dry sec- 
tion of the country. During the storm In 
Kula about 100 acres of corn and potatoes 
were swept downward and destroyed by 
the flord. The plains below the Kula 
slope are reported to be covered with de- 
stroyed corn, potatoes and "panlnls." 


The wind blew with tremendous power 


during the nights of the 14th and 15th.

Mrs. S. N. Castle from Adallne De M. 
H. Kelsey, a well-known misslonar> in 
China: 


October 16, 1900. 


We can never thank you and the dear 


friends in Hawaii enough, or be ab e 
to make you understand the dtpih of 
gratitude in our hearts for all you have 
done fur us In this time of great dis- 
tress. During the summer 
wc have 
cared for seventy-flvo refugees 
from 


China—mostly missionaries—of all de- 
nominations, several nationalities; all 
ages, both sexes, all stages of Illness— 
some very 111. We have oeen too busy 
to write, and 
have had printed a 


lengthy letter giving some accounts of 
them, a few of the escapes, and a few 
extracts from letters written. by Chi- 
nese Christians, some to my refugees, 
and some to me. 
To reply to" these letters would Im- 


peril the ljves of the writers, 39 desper- 
ate is t|t»e situation even now.. All thest 


" refugees had lost nearly their earthly, 


all; were completely stripped. 
Some 
had too small salaries, to. njeet> cost of 
living in Japan (nearly three times at 
much as In China). 
The help they 


needed has been great and manV'-sided, 
and but for the timely aid so- gener- 
ously Extended by the kind, friends over 
there, who must have been insp.red b.> 
the Lord Himself to do for

How 
could a tiny baby survive such a jour- 
ney of more than two hard weeks of 
travel from the Interior" of China with 
no means of sustenance? Another won- 
derful record of kindness must be rec- 
orded to the lasting credit of Chinese 
sympathy. That little baby was fed 
by over twenty Chinese,mpthecg on its 
•Mfay'"'fo safely, and It arrived In good' 
condition after Its perilous journey. 
MARVELOUS ESCAPE OP PRIEST. 


This IB one of the wonderful histories 


of persecution and escapes which has 
been told to one. This priest '-was an 
Italian Roman Catholic,--and after con- 
version had been for some years 
In 


connection" with the China Inland Mis- 
sion, working with untiring feeal. He 
was seized by the Boxers, beaten un- 
conscious, and after about two days 
recovered 
consciousness and 
found' 


himself lying on a pile of wood,, satu- 
rated with kerosene oil, prepared for a

Of all the provinces Shansl holds the 


record for diabolical massacres and 
barbarities. A party of refugees from 
Shansl escaped and arrived the latter 
part of August, 
after 
encountering 


such sufferings and hair-breadth 
es- 


caped as will be difficult to find a par- 
allel for anywhere. The party consist- 
ed of four gentlemen, three 
married 


ladles, four single ladles, and eight 
children. Of the nineteen who started 
five perished on the way. These were 
late In escaping. Those who had bsen 
friendly to foreigners had been perse- 
cuted and many put to death. The peo- 
ple had been terrorized and scarcely 
one was left free to extend a helping 
hand when this party escaped. 
The 


story they tell is as follows: All was 
quiet In Plngyao up to the 25th of June. 
The magistrate was friendly, and had 
issued a proclamation denouncing the 
Boxers and promising protection 
to 


foreigners and Christians. 
We were 


aware that there was trouble on the 
route between us ana Tien-Tsln, but 
did not know much as to what wa* go- 
ing on. or anticipate danger. On that 
day, however, we reoefvea a letter from 
Talyuan enclosing a copy of a procla- 
mation which had Just been Issued by 
Yu Halen, the governor. In which the 
people were Informed that China was 
nt war with foreigners, and that all 
foreign devils must be destroyed

and some of us had not so much as a J 
little piece of rag to wet and put on j 
the top of our heads. At every village 
we were attacked and driven from one 
to the other with blows ana curses. 
The villages there are v«ry thick, and 
before we got clear of the mob from 
one. the mob from the next had already 
arrived to take us In hand. Neither 
food nor water could be obtained. How 
we contrive-] to exist we hardly know; 
for days our only support was fotind 
in the filthy puddles by the roadside. 
When we> reached a city It was a little 
better. Apparently each 
magistrate 


was anxious that we should come to 
our end In the next country, BO when 
we went to the yamen they would give 
us a little food and send an escort to 
see. us safely over the borders of that 
particular yamen's Jurisdiction.

Unless A. great change takfs 
place Before election, the- Independent's 
will poll not a mere plurality, but a ma- 
jority of votes, and "Bob" Wilcox,will 
be. chosen Delegate to Congress.

Such election of this degraded adven- 


turer will be a disgrace to the good name 
of the native population of Hawaii.

may, 
however, be useful as a plain object 


lesson on the floor of Congress, of the un- 
fit ness of Hawaiian natives for unquali- 
fied suffrage. It may also be a practical 
lesson in the need of caution in extending 
such suffrage to other populations of de- 
pressed and weak races In Porto Rico and 
the Philippines It may, moreover, open 
the eyes of Congress, seeing the utter 
worthlessness of such a member of their 
body, to observe the grave difficulties into 
which this new Territory Is about to en- 
ter, under the government of such a leg- 
islature as the supporters of such a Del- 
egate are about to elect. 


It is the base and ignorant character of 


a probable majority of the coming Legis- 
lature that gives us the most 
serious 


ground for apprehenalon. Our best hope 
is that such a majority will be less than 
the two-thirds which would enable them 
to override the veto of the Governor. 
There are very few of the nominees of the 
Independent party, either for the Senate 
or the Lower House, who are not thor- 
oughly unqualified, both in character and 
Intelligence, to legislate for this Terri- 
tory. Of the nominees of the Democrat e 
party a majority are not wholly unfit 
men.

The 
odor of decomposition filled the room and It was evident the man had been dead 
Home time. The body was bloated and this was evidence that his death had'prob- 
ably occurred perhaps forty-eight hours before its discovery. 


The little girl who found the body said she had seen Brash on Monday, last 


when he was going away from the house. 
She did not see him return. 
There 


se< ma a strong probability that he died Tuesday afternoon or Wednesday morning. 
The body was sent to the morgue, where Dr. Pratt performed an nutupsy. Every 
organ was found more or less diseased and the doctor will testify before the coro- 
ner's jury that he died of general debility.
